LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MAHKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  June  8  states  as  follows: 

"Scattered  small  lot  inquiry  for  prompt  shipment  old  crop  cotton 
featured  New  England  cotton  consuming  centers  during  the  past  week,  but 
trading  was  limited  mostly  to  very  small  quantities.    Interest  in  new 
crop  cotton  was  reported  in  some  quarters  and  sales  were  reported  for 
fall  shipment,  including  cotton  ranging  from  fifteen  sixteenths  up  to 
inch  and  one  eighth.

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MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICAN-EGYPTIAN 
AND  IMPORTED  EGYPTIAN  COTTONS  FOR  APRIL,  1941 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American-Egyptian 
cotton  during  the  month  of  April  as  2,457  bales  of  500  pounds  gross  weight, 
compared  with  2,123  bales  in  March  and  2,277  bales  in  February.    The  mill 
consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported  as  having  been  6,410 
bales  in  April,  compared  with  5,6-06  bales  in  March  and  4>906  bales  in 
February. 


UNITED  KINGDOM  PURCHASES  OF  EGYPTIAN  COTTON. 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  May  3.  1941*  states  as  follows: 

Purchases  of  Egyptian  cotton  by  the  A  nglo-Egyptian  Cotton 
Purchasing  Commission  for  the 'week  ended  Friday  25th  April,  1941, 
totalled  5,297  bales.    Sales  in  the  "free"  Egyptian  market  over 
the  same  period  aggregated  2,553  bales.
